Gnunreported Domestic Stations 


No stations were reported to DDXD this issue for the first time since at least Volume 67 (1999- 
2000). The count of unreported stations over this period thus holds at 360 (out of 4,706 full-service 
AM stations currently licensed in the U.S. and Canada - ie., excluding TIS/HAR stations and 
Canadian LPRTs). The full unreported list was last printed in issue 85-19. Can you hear and report 
one next time? 

Note that 1,250 different stations have been reported to DDXD so far in this current volume. Also 
of interest: every X-band station (1610-1700 kHz) has been reported at least once since volume 78 
except KRIZ-1620, last reported in Volume 71 No. 3 (for a Oct. 7, 2003 logging).

10 Years Ago — From the October 12, 2009 issue of DX News: In “Introducing the 
Loop Antenna,” Frederick R. Vobbe, W8HDU wrote: “DX’ers have always wanted 
an edge on listening...Loops can be intimidating and challenging, but they can be 
fun to build. My blind friend Brian built one for next to nothing. Here is how he did 
it. He purchased a large tuning capacitor from Nebraska Surplus Sales. According 
to Brian it was their part number CAV-75-37, and it was rather expensive, costing $50.00. He admits 
he could have taken apart an old defunct radio and used the twenty to three hundred pico farad, 
but he didn’t have the heart to take apart any radio. Perhaps if you try this, you can find a friend 
that has a capacitor they would give you for nothing. Anyway, he took the capacitor and the 
cardboard box that his Braille and Speak came in, and duct-taped the capacitor onto the box...” 

25 Years Ago — From the October 10, 1994 issue of DX News: DDXD-West gave us a friendly 
reminder of what is and is not a true dx. See if you do not agree that these reminders are still true. 

“1) Report only real DX. That 50 kw’er from a state or two away that blowtorches your receiver 
every night is NOT DX. 

3) Keep your report short and to the point. 

4) Note your equipment.” 

50 Years Ago — From the September 27, 1969 issue of DX News: A member wrote about a 
particularly interesting cross modulation problem called the Luxembourg Effect. Sometimes called 
The Gorky-Luxembourg effect it was discovered in the 1930s and “it is the effect that a 
mediumwave (and sometimes long wave) radio signal propagating through the ionosphere can be 
influenced by another strong long/mediumwave transmitter. A more scientific name for it is 
"ionospheric cross-modulation." 

75 Years Ago — From the September 23, 1944 issue of DX News: Even today radio club members 
are mostly men. However, here we have a woman’s DX report. We do not know her name first 
name because she addresses herself as Mrs. Jack Watchel. I wonder if Mr. was away to war?
